Henry T. Oxnard Said to Be Responsi¢ 
ble for Clause in War Resolution 
Which Was Drawn to Protect Cane- 
Growers from Cuban Competition. 


New York, Nov. 14.—[Special.]—A dis- 
patch to the World from Washington says: 

‘‘ New perplexities arise concerning Cuba. 
They come from rumors of a coming 
scandal over the Cuban bonds. Hints have 
been published that the action of members 
of Congress, prominent Senators especially, 
ag to the passage of the so-called Teller 
amendment to the war resolutions, was in- 
fluenced by interest in the bond issue.

OMAHA POLICE HAVE 
A PITCHED BATTLE 
WITH TWO BANDITS. 


Bad Men of the Exposition City Put 
Four Detectives to Flight After Ex- 
Changing a Hundred Shots—Seventy- 
five Men Detailed to Capture Them. 


Omaha, Neb., Nov. 14.—[Special.]—A bat- 
tle in which over 100 shots were fired was 
fought in the suburbs of Omaha today by 
four city detectives and two of the nerviest 
bandits in the West. 

The robbers were George Van Haller and 
Robert Gepner, and the officers Detectives 
Kiser, Sullivan, Dempsey, and Captain Cox. 

Their last act was to hold up a saloon 
full of men on Saturday night, in the busi- 
ness part of the city, and at the muzzle of 
revolvers robbed them. 

Geppner and Van Haller were located in 
the building at Forty-seventh and Cass 
streets early this morning. The officers 
surrounded the house, Dempsey and Sulli- 
van going to the rear and Cox and Keyser 
to the front. 3 

Knowing the men were in the house, Cap- 
tain Cox kicked down the door and walked 
in, closely followed by Keyser. They were 
confronted by Geppner and Van Haller, 
both of whom had big revolvers in each 
hand. The two men ordered the officers 
from the house and they lost no time in 
getting out. Cox in his hurry bowled Key- 
ser over, knocking his revolver from his 


‘hand. 


As he stooped down to pick it up the two 
men opened fire on him and Cox. Keyser 
returned the fire and ‘retreated. Cox ran 
down the hill trom the house to the barn in 
a shower of lead. He took shelter behind 
the barn and fired in return. 

_When the men had silenced the officers’ 
fire they boldly walked to the barn, their 
waists encircled with cartridge belts, and 
mounted their bronchos and rode away. 

After leaving the scene of the encounter 
the bandits stole two buggies and escaped 
to the hills surrounding the city. Seventy- 
five officers have been detailed to assist in 
their capture.

FINANCES OF THE ISLAND. 


Santiago de Cuba, Nov. 14.—Private Gas- 
ton of the Eighth Illinois Volunteers (col- 
ored), who was recently court-martialed for 
a murderous assault on a corporal of the 
regiment and sentenced to three years’ im- 
prisonment, was released a few days ago 
from the city jail by the warden, who mis- 
took him for another man. All efforts to 
recapture him have proved futile. It is be- 
lieved that he has reached the northern part 
of the island. 

The Santiago Chamber of Commerce has 
requested General Leonard Wood, Governor 
of the Military department, to turn over to.

MUTINY QUELLED WITH CASH. 


Spain Pays Some Army Arrearages and 
Disbands the Orden Publico 
Forces: 


Havana, Nov. 14.—The mutiny of the 
Orden Publico forces, which for two days 
threatened the peace of this city, has re- 
sulted in the dissolution of that body, when, 
after the payment of some arrears and the 
promise of full liquidation, the revolting 
troops laid down their arms. Captain Gen- 
eral Blanco then ordered all the foot and 
mounted regiments of the Orden Publico to 
be disbanded, that organization ceasing to 
exist. 

A battalion of the Orden’ Publico was. 
shipped this morning on board the steamer 
Alicante with its officers. There was no Op- 
position made and all was quict here. Reg- 
ular troops were stationed along the streets 
leading from the Plaza de Armas to the 
wharf. ‘They were under the command of 
General Arolas. 

Refuse to Kill Their Comrades. 

When the mutiny was first reporied Gen- 
eral. Arolas, at the head of the regulars 
and preceded by a band of music playing 
national airs, arrived before the Orden Pub- 
lico’s headquarters, where he halted. Be- 
fore him stood the mutinous Third Company, 
grim and sullen. Turning to the men Gen- 
eral Arolas reminded them they were reg- 
viars and veterans, not mere policemen, as 
they had been tauntingly referred to. The 
Orden Publico then gave three cheers for 
Spain and the army, which were lustily 
answered. To the disgust of Genera} Arolas, 
however, right on the heels of these “ vivas,”’ 
the regulars cheered their comrades and 
the Orden Publico answered in turn. Gen- 
eral Arolas, in a rage, ordered his men to 
charge, but they refused to obey. He then 
ordered them to fire, which they also refused 
to do. General Arolas realized he had lost 
his Influence over the men, and, after calling 
the officers aside and conferring with them 
for a few minutes, he left for the palace. 

About two blocks from the scene of the 
mutiny General Arolas’ party came upon 
an innocent and unsuspecting member of 
the Orden Publico, who was unarmed. In 
his fury, General Arolas drew his sword 
and savagely attacked the man, inflicting 
on him severe wotnds from which the vic- 
tim of the assault died this morning. 

Towards midnight most of the regiments 
of the Orden Publico, both cavalry and in- 
fantry, had mutinied and turned out, fully 
armed, into the streets. General Arolas, 
with the regulars, met them at the Calzada 
del Monta, where a repetition of the earlier 
incidents occurred, the troops again refus- 
ing to obey orders to fire. ; 

. A conference then took place between the 
officers and the men, and the mutineers dis- 
banded and retired for the night. 


Spirit of Mutiny Widespread. 


As originally planned, it was intended that 
the mutiny should have extended to the 
Gardia Civil and the artillery regulars, and 
it would in that event have assumed much 
greater importance and might perhaps have 
-inaugurated a reign’ of terror and biood- 
shed in the island. For some time the upris- 
jng of the troops in: consequence of the non- 
receipt of their pay has been feared. Not 
only is thelr pay owing for months, and im 
some cases for years, but the reserve pay 
of the soldiers, their savings since the date 
of their enlistment, amounting to millions, 
has been appropriated or stolen, as the men 


This uprising, which has been settfed on 
the only possible basis, that of cash, affords 
@ palpable illustration of the condition of 
affairs here and of the utter demoralization 
of even the army, where the officers have 
lost entire control of the troops, owing to the 
brutality of such men as Arolas. 

Spain’s Impaired Credit. 

The Spanish government offered the mar- 
ket here £425.000 at three days, on London, 
in order to apply the proceeds to the pay- 
ment of the troops. Two Spanish bankers 
took £120,000, but the foreign houses re- 
fused to touch the paper unless first ad- 
vised that the necessary funds had been de- 
posited in London banks to meet the drafts.. 
The paper is being offered at one or two 
points below commercial rates, showing how 
tar Spain's credit is impaired. 

It is reported that forty-five ringleaders 
and the chief promoters of the mutiny have 
been arrested. 

Colonel Paglier, the Chief of Police, has 
resigned. It is believed the Captain Gen- 
eral will not accept his resignation. 


Trouble at Other Points. 
Private reporis from Puerto’Principe and 
Nuevitas, Cuba, say that 7,000 regular sol- 
diers mutinied, demanding their pay before 
embarking for Spain. About 4,000 armed 
soldiers presented themselves in front of 
the palace, calling on the Military Governor, 
Emilio March, for their overdue pay. 
Thereupon General March drew his sword 
and ordered them to disband. The soldiers, 
however, refused to obey and some of them, 
armed with loaded rifles, threatened the life 
of General March, who returned his sword 
to crying out: .

SOLDIER SON SOUGHT IN VAIN. 


Mrs. N. P. Nelson Unable to Get Any 
Trace of Her Boy Who Went 
to Cuha. 


Mis. N. P. Nelson, 1777 West Twenty- 
second street, is almost distracted over the 
mystery surrounding the disappearance of 
her son Louis Nelson, who enlisted in the 
Twentieth, United States Infantry on May 
8, went to Cuba with the regiment, became 


sick there, and was sent toahospital, Since. 


that time she has heard nothing of an au- 
thentic character concerning him. There 
is no report of his death or of his being 
wounded or missing. 

Louls Nelson was 23 yearsold. He worked 
at McCormick’s reaper works when he en- 
listed for the war.

Cap- 
tain Morrison replied that Nelson was taken 
sick about July 17 and was sent to the gen- 
eral hospital in Santiago, and he had heard 
that he was placed upon a transport later 
and sent to New York, though he could not 
get any official information to this effect.

Should the latter announce that the United 
States is only willing to reimburse Spain for 
hher pacific expenditures in the Philippine 
Islands, the Spanish commissioners will re- 
ply that their mission is finished. Should 
this occur, it is possible the Spaniards will 
also suggest a suspension of the negotia- 
tions through the commission and a resump- 
tion of negotiations between Madrid and 
Washington. 


Afraid of Their Constituents. 


This attitude of the Spaniards is explained 
by the fact that the members of the Spanish 
commission have political alliances and per- 
sonal responsibilities to constituencies and 
the national creditors of Spain which re- 
strict them to certain lines, which are as far 
as the ministry at Madrid cares to go. Itis 
pointed out that if the five Spanish commis- 
stoners here signed a treaty yielding the 
Philippine Islands to the United States with- 
out lessening Spain's debt in an appreciable 
degree, they could not return home with the 
prospect of any political future before them, 
and possibly would be in danger of violence 
at the hands of mobs. 

At the next meeting of the commissions the

Would Yield for Cash. 


They will insist that the sovereigntY of 
Spain over the Philippine Islands is beyond 
the question, but will announce Spain’s 
readiness to yield that sovereignty for an 
adequate equivalent, #nd will then invite 
negotiations under the Spanish construc- 
tion of the protocol.

MALCOM 'T. HART IS DEAD. 


MEMBER OF STOCK-YARDS PACKING 


FIRM DIES AT CROWN POINT. 


Slight Cold Contracted Two Weeks 


Ago Develops Into Fatal Typhoid 
“ Fever—Partner of Walter H. Miller 
of Englewood Closes His Carecr— 
Mason of High Degree, Member of 
Knights of Pythias, and an En- 
thusiastic Republican Worker. 


Malcolm T. Hart of the packing firm of 
Miller & Hart at the Stock-Yards died at 
his home in Crown Point, Ind., yesterday of 
typhoid fever. He took a slight cold and 
fever about two weeks ago and his ailment 
developed into typhoid fever. Eight years 
ago he entered into partnership with Walter 
H. Miller of Englewood in the meat packing 
business. Besides his interests in Chicago 
he owned a fine tract of land in Lake County, 
Ind., containing about 3,000 acres. ° It is sit- 
uated near the Illinois line, at Hartsdale, 
which place was named after him. From 
this land he raised thousands of tons of hay 
annually. He was also a heavy land owner 
in the Kankakee River Valiey. 

The Hart summer home on the west shore 
of Cedar Lake is among the handsomest at 
that summer resort. The estate is valued at 
$300,000, mostly realty. Mr. Hart was a 
thirty-second degree Mason, a Knight of 
Pythian, and a hard worker for the success 
of the Republican party. He was 42 years 
old.

DEATH OF EDWIN A. KIMBALL. 


Former Superintendent of the Mechan- 
ical Department, Illinois Uni- 
versity, Passes Away. 


Edwin A. Kimball, an inventor and me- 
chanical expert and formerly superintend- 
ent of the mechanical department of the 
University of Illinois and the Illinois In- 
dustrial Home for the Blind in Chicago, died 
yesterday at his residence, 4106 Ellis ave- 
nue.

Victoria, B. C., Nov. 14.—[Special.]—Daw- 
son has again been swept by fire and forty 
of the principal buildings are in ashes.

SAYS HE. IS A PHYSICIAN. 


Dr. Huidekoper Defends Himself in 


Washington Before the Army In- 
vestigation Commission. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.—General 
Breckinridge, Dr. Huidekoper, and Major 
Knox were before the War Investigaiion 
commission today. General Breckinridge’s 
testimony dealt with conditions at Camp 
Thomas, of which he was for a time in com- 
mand, and he took occasion to say that 
but for the change that was made previous 
to the war requiring Inspector Generals in 
the field to report to the Adjutant General 
instead of the Inspector General the condl- 
tion of the camps now being developed by 
the commission would have been developed 
three months ago. 

Dr. R. S. Huidekoper, Lieutenant Colonel 


of Volunteers, said he had occupied the po-* 


siticn of chief medical officer of the First 
Army Corps at Camp Thomas, Chicka- 
matga Park, until the 23d of July, when he 
had gone to Porto Rico with General Brooke. 
He ceclared he had made constant repre- 
sentations to the Surgeon General of the 
shortage of supplies. For unsanitary camp 
conditions he held the regimental officers 
responsible. | 

Dr. Huidekoper said that with a few un- 
important exceptions the medical supplies 
for the Porto Rican expedition had been 
ample. At Newport News he had given 
orders that the sick men be eliminated from 
the command, but he found that the order 
had been evaded and sick men taken aboard. 
This was especially true of the Third Illinois 
Regiment. 

Dr. Huidekoper detailed the particulars of 
his education as a physician, giving also his 
He said he 
was graduated as a physician from the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania in 1874 ang after- 
wards had studied much in Paris, Berlin, 
and other European capitals and had had 
considerable experience in hospitals and in 


general practice. He went to Europe a sec- 


ond time on the recommendation of Dr. 
Hayes Agnew, who desired to establish a 
veterinary hospital. 

After returning to this country he went 
to New York and was engaged largely im the 
manufacture of toxins, only practicing 
human medicine for charity. He had been 
a surgeon in the Pennsylvania National 
Guard from 1874 to 1893, being brigade sur- 
geon most of the time, covering the Home- 
stead strikes and the Johnstown flood. 

The witness said that Deputy Surgeon 
General Hartsuff had refused to supply dis- 
infectants for the camp at Chickamauga, 
saying that to do so was contrary to army 
regulations. 

General Breckinridge said that the con- 
dition of all the hospitals at Camp Thomas 
except Sternberg was bad. He also thought 
the quartermaster’s department had been 
remiss in some of its duties; but he attrib- 
uted this to a want of experience.

TAKE ABSOLUTE ACTION. 


Declared There Is No Obligation 
to Pay the Temple 2 
Trust Bonds. 


REFUSE TO VOTE IN SECRET. . 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 14.—[Special.]—The 
National W. C. T. U., assembled in ‘“‘ me- 
morial’’ convention ‘tonight, abandoned 
Willard Temple, voting by an overwhelming 
majority to dissolve the relationship be- 
tween the union and the organization head- 
ed by Mrs. Matilda B. Carse and declaring 
through its President, Mrs. L. M. N. Ste- 
vens of Maine, that the union is not bound 
legally, financially, nor morally to pay off 
Mrs. Carse’s Temple trust bonds, amounting 
to $300,000. The debate lasted six hours. 

Marshall Field's offer, which Mrs. Carse 
relied upon to sway the convention, proved 
a boomerang. His letter of Nov. 2, 1898, 
sustained the national officer’s statement 
that his original offer, was $50,000 in stock 
and not cash. He now supplements that 
with $50,000 in cash, but not available 
again the Temple trust bonds. Mr. Field’s 
letter is in part as follows: 


If the friends of the cause evince sufficient in- 
terest in the enterprise to subscribe an amount that 


' will pay off and cancel the remainder of the issue 
of $300,000 


Temple trust bonds outstanding, I will, 
in fuifillment'.of my conditional agreement of Feb. 
16, 1897, which I am willing to extend to Jan. 1, 
1900, give the $50,000 in stock; and to further help 
the cause I wil! donate in cash $50,000, same to be 
applied towardg the payment of $20,000 floating 
debt and 330,000 interest on the first mortgage 
bonds, which-will be in arrears on Dec. 1, 1898. 

>hould the ‘Temple trustees decide to abandon 
he this proposition becomes null and 
void. 

In the event of the acceptance of this proposition 
it must be understood that I am to retain control 
of majority of the stock of the building so long 
as the first mortgage bonds of $600,000 remain a 
lien against the same and are held by the Field 
Columbian Museum.

Mrs. Carse’s statement of her position with 
refcrence to the $300,000 of Temple trust 
bonds was as follows:

Miss Sarah G. Johnson's detailed financial 
report showed receipts amounting to $42,- 
928.63 during the last year, and expenses of 
$11 056.91. 

In the debate no attempt was made to show 
the building would be a wise investment, the 
point being the moral responsibility of the 
Ww. Cc. T. U. to Temple trust bondholders. 

The debate abounded in accusations, in- 
sinuations, and recriminations. Mrs. Carse 
spoke of James B. Hobbs of Chicago as 
‘**that man of Safanic spirit.” 

The vote was 285 to 71. Several Temple- 
ites voted to dissolve the “ affiliated inter- 
est’’. relationship until Mrs. Stevens ruled 
this vote was a declaraticn the W. C. T. U. 
disclaims repsonsibility for Mrs. Carse’s ob- 
ligations. 

Text of the Resolution. 

The resolution, which was adopted, was 
reported by the Executive committee. It 
follows: 


That in view of the fuller light regarding the 
financial condition and limitations of the Temple 
enterprise we recommend that the Temple be dis- 
a as an affiliated interest of the N. W. CC. 


The opposing motion, offered by Mrs. 
MarionsH. Dunham of Iowa, pledged the co- 
operation of the W. C. T, U. in retiring the 
Temple trust bonds. | 

Miss Willard’s influence alone prevented 
final action being taken last year in Buffalo. 
This time sentiment was played against 
sentiment, references to ‘‘ poor bandhold- 
ers ’’’ being met with mention of ‘* poor, toil- 
ing W. C. T. U. women who invested $200,000 
in the Temple in hopes it would bring in 
a revenue for the union.’”’ 

Mrs. Carse’s report was largely a defense 
of her financiering. She declared whatever 
the W. C. T. U. should do, nothing but death 
would make her abandon the Temple. 

The delegates compared Mrs. Carse’s re- 
port with a clever Temple catechism, pre- 
pared and printed by the national officers. 
It shows Mrs. Carse spent $164,000, issuing 
$300,000 worth of bonds. , 

The first test vote was on the method of 
voting. The Templeites asked for a secret 


ballot, hinting at intimidation of delegates. 


The other side insisted on a yea and nay, 
vote, so all W. C. T. U. women would know 
how every delegate voted. 

The convention then ratified the general 
officers’ act in buying up at 70 per cent of 
its face value the bond of a Michigan widow 
who had mortgaged her home to invest in 
the Temple. 

Mrs. Carse insisted the 30 per cent scaling 
she had enforced on bondholders was not 
repudiation, as it was the amount of interest 


that has been paid them. 


Says Pledges Are Cheap. 

Mrs. Clara H. Hoffman of Missouri, Na- 
tional Recording Secretary, said that pledges 
were getting cheap. The W. C. T. U. had 
heard nothing but pledges for ten years. 

wish to add,’’ she continued, that the 
donations received from young people's so- 
cieties and philanthropic organizations, 
which have been pouring a perfect avalanche 
of telegrams upon us demanding we shall 
stand by the Temple, have amounted to only 
a few hundred dollars in spite of some rain- 
bow promises. 

‘*‘ Have we not discharged our moral obli- 
gations when we have paid all we could, and 
when we give up the collateral pledged for 
the trust bonds? If the stock is such a fine 
investment for us, would it not be good 
enough for the bondholders? Do we owe 
nothing to the poor women who go without 
warm clothing to give money to the Tem- 

ge a Marion H. Dunham of Iowa, Mrs. C. 
M. Woodward of Nebraska, and others de- 
clared the W. C. T. U. had always stood be- 
hind the bonds, that they were issued avow- 
edly for its benefit, and consequently there 
was a moral obligation to redeem them. 

Miss Anna Gordon; Miss Willard’s com- 
panion for twenty-one years, read from 
memoranda to show that Miss Willard had 
begged Mrs. Carse to be content with a 
$100,000 to $200,000 buiMing. She intimated 
that worry over the Temple hastened Miss 
Willard’s death. 

Immediately after the vote was taken Mrs. 
Dunham renewed her motion, pledging the 
National W. C. T. U. to the redemption of the 
Carse obligations. It was made the first 
order of business for tomorrow. Mrs. Carse 
insists there will be a debate of the entire 
matter again. The antis say she will meet 
i same fate as today, and in much less

If finally defeated, Mrs. Carse will or- 
ganize memorial circles, independent of the 
W. C. T. U., but not antagonistic to it, these 
circles to raise money to buy the Temple.

Benjamin Andrews will be absolute in an 
executive capacity over the city schools and 
the number of his official advisers will be 
lessened by half. This is the gist of the 
results which will be attained in the forth- 
coming report. 

The members of the commission present 
today were: 


Rudolph Brand did not come, and Alder- 
men Walker, Duddleston, and Alling are 
expected tomorrow. Dr. Harper presided 
over the sessions today. 

The report will recommend that the Board 
of Education cease to be an executive body, 
that its functions become purely legislative, 
and that its present executive authority be 
vested in the Superintendent and the busi- 
ness manager, officers who will draw a sal- 
ery not exceeding $109000 a year. In its 
modified form the board will be diminished 
in size as well as authority, eleven members 
replacing the present twenty-one. No 
change is asked in the mode of the appoint- 
ment of the members, but the term of office 
is to be changed to four years, two members 
to be appointed one year, and after that 
three annually for three years, with a re- 
turn after the third year to two on the fol- 
lowing year. 3 

New Committees Desired. 


The network of standing committees, now 
a part of the School board organization, will 
have no place in the destined order of things. 
Three committees will shoulder what bur- 
dens the board as a whole cannot handle. 
There will be a Committee on Educational 
Affairs, the members of which will be 4 sort 
of cabinet to the executive head of the 
schools; a Committee on Business Affairs 
and one on finances, both of which will work 
in conjunction with the business manager. 

The term of office of Superintendent is 
slated for the even half dozen years. When 
he is installed in office, under the new code, 
he will have the power of appointing assist- 
ant superintendents, supervisors, and teach- 
ers. The candidates for instructors’ posi- 
tions, however, will have to pass mental and 
physical examinations before they become 
eligible for appointment. An examining 
board is to be provided to conduct the exam- 
inations. 

The Superintendent, within the limits of 
aschedule, can fix the compensation for 
every teacher, and can promote or dismiss, 
though he must report acts of this class to 
the board, and it will take a two-thirds vote 
to override him. 

Im conjunction with his assistant superin- 
tendents and principals the superintendent 
will have the authority to select text books 
and all teaching apparatus 


Effect on Salaries. 


The passing of the established régime will 
carry with it the high salaries the teachers 
secured less than a year ago. In thequard- 
ed language of the report, it will be sug- 
gested that “‘ the present schedule of saia- 
ries of the city under recent changes be rec- 
ognized as not properly proportioned to the 
various positions in the public school sys- 
tem, and as not only higher than that of 
other large cities of the country, but as pro- 
viding in many groups salaries so high that 
the efficiency of the schools in other particu- 
lars cannot, under the limitations of the tax 
levy, be adequately secured; and, therefore, 
as liable to cause either financial embtaer- 
rasment to the board or sudden and preju- 
dicial retrenchment, unless the schedule be 
readjusted at the proper time.” 

The commission declares its belief that 
*“‘a schedule of salaries shouid be adopt- 
ed which will admit of distinctions in re- 
gard to the grades or subjects in which 
the teacher gives instruction, the term of 
service of the teacher, the success already 
achieved, and well-proved advance in schol- 
arship and teaching ability.’”’

NAVAL LIEUTENANT’S SUICIDE. 


Herman G. Dresel of the Essex Kills 
Himself in Baltimore While 
Mentally Deranged. 


Baltimore. Md., Nov. 14.—Lieutenant Her- 
man GQ. Dresel, U. S. N., commit- 
ted suicide in the Carrollton Hotel 
today by shooting himself in the head. 

Lieutenant Dresel soon after reaching 
this city went to the Carrollton toilet-room 
and locked the door behind him. Almost 
immediately thereafter a pistol shot was 
heard, and a search showed that Dresel 
was dead. In one of his pockets was found 
an order from Secretary Long, dated Nov.

ISAYS MOTHER 
TRIED TO KILL, 


Indiana Boy Declares She 
Gave Him a Vial of 
Chloral Hydrate. 


WOMAN UNDER ARREST. 


Sought to Secure Insur- . 
ance on His Life. 


Princeton, Ind., Nov. 14.—[Special.]—Alva 
Rosenberger, the 16-year-old son of Mrs. 
Kiebecca Rosenbergex charges his mother 
with having attempted to kill him by the 
use of a deadly drug in order to receive the 
money on a life insurance policy held by the 
young man and in which the mother 
was named as the beneficiary. The 
mother was placed under. arrest by 
a constable Saturday and gave bond 
in the amount of $1,000 for her appearance 
= a preliminary examination next Thurs- 

ay. 

It is alleged that on Sunday night, Nov. 6, 
young Rosenberger, who is employed in a 
restaurant here, went to his room, leaving 
a note to be called at 6 the next morning. 
When this hour arrived the young man 
could not be awakened, his room was en- 
tered, and he was found in bed in an un- 
conscious condition, apparently dead. 

Dr. Ellis, a young practitioner, was called, 
and his efforts to arouse Rosenberger 
availed little at first, but finally, with the 
assistance of another physician, the boy 
was restored to partial consciousness. By 
the bedside was found a phial which had 
contained chloral hydrate, according to the 
report of the second physician called in. 

Vhen Rusenberger was questioned he said 
he was given the drug by his mother, who 
told him to take it when he went to bed, that 
it would clear his complexion. The mother, 
who was standing by the bedside when the 
boy made this declaration, quickly said: 
‘Why, no I didn’t, Alva.” ; 

The boy then said he had bought the drug 
himself, but named several different drug 
stores as the place at which he had procured 
it. After a day of uncertainty the young 
man was Geclared out of danger. 

Later young Rosenberger published a card 
in an afternoon paper, Stating the drug was 
taken with suicidai intent because he was 
tired of life, ete. This story was not gen- 
erally believed, and several persons pub- 
lished affidavits relating to conversations 
with young Rosenberger, which tended to 
show he was not despondent. 

On Saturday the young man was induced 
by friends to have his mother arrested if he 
thought she had attempted his life, and, 
backed by these friends, he ts sticking to his 
original story that the poison was given him 
by his mother. 

Mrs. Rosenberger is the wife of W. H. 
Rosenberger, who was formerly in business 
here, but now of Corydon, Ind. The hus- 
band and wife separated some yearsago. A 
short time previous to this separation the 
cutire family, with the exception of the 
wife, was poisoned by eating some salmon 
supposed to be spoiled. About this time 
Rosenberger’s restaurant was burned.

THERE are several circumstances which 
go to discredit the story that the Sultan of 
Turkey has transferred his suzerainty over 
Crete to Russia in payment of his debt to 
the latter. In the first place it is doubtful 
if the Czar would regard the Sultan's 
shadowy title to the island as worth the 
money. Then, again, if he really desired the 
island and felt it safe to possessit, he would 
simply take it without saying ‘‘ by your 
leave,”’ as he has been doing with Chinese 
territory, and allow the Turkish debt to 
stand. There are many reasons for believ- 
ing, however, that an attempt on the part 
of Russia to occupy Crete would bring the 
British fleet promptly into play, and thus, in 
part at least, solve the riddle which has 
puzzled all Europe for a few weeks past as 
to the cause for England's activity in war 
preparations.

SECRETARY LONG NOT EXPLICIT.

WHY PAY SPAIN ANY MONEY! 

Authoritative advices from Washington 
state that Secretary Hay no longer secks 
to conceal the purpose of the adminis- 
tration to insist on having full control of 
the whole Philippine group. The same cor- 
respondent adds that the only matter still 
in dispute is the proportion of the Philip- 
pine debt actually expended bx Spain in 
public improvements, as this is the only 
portion of the debt that the United States 
can be expected to make good to Spain. 
The sum is said to be over one million and 
under ten millions, but is is doubtful if 
it is anything like even the smaller of the 
sums named. 

Is there a single dollar or a single peseta of 
Philippine or Cuban debt that has been pro- 
vided by Spain out of Spanish funds? If 
there is, the proof of it is still to be found. 
Spain did not keep colonies to put moncy 
into them, but to squeeze money out of 
them. If any cash was expended on public 
improvements in the Philippines or in Cuba, 
it was taken out of the pockets of the 
Filipinos or the Cubans. Then why should 
it be paid over by us to Spain, or be 
taken from the people of these islands 
of ours and given as a present to the 
Spanish government?, Tue TrisuNnE much 
doubts whether there_is a single Spanisn 
bond that was issued ‘against the credit 
of Spain for the purpose of investing the 
money in permanent improvements in the 
Philippine Islands or in Cuba. 

The more closely the administration looks 
into this matter the more proof it will find 
that Spain has invested nothing in the 
betterment of any of its colonies. Such 
alleged improvements as were made, in 
the way of fortifications, government build- 
ings, and the like, were paid for by ex- 
tortionate taxes levied upon the colonies 
themselves. Spain’s existing colonial debts 
were incurred in trying to crush out the 
constant rebellions resulting from its insuf- 
ferable rapacity and tyranny. How can 
the United States logically hold itself re- 
sponsible for any such debts in figuring 
on an indemnity tobe paid to Spain? 

Spain has never done anything for its 
colonies but tax them, squeeze them, and 
bleed them. It has wrung from them the 
last dollar it could ever get out of the 
inhabitants, even if the United States 
should. withdraw from every island. The 
American commissioners have themselves 
become convinced, from their intercourse 
with the Spaniards at Paris, that if Spain 
retained the Philippines it would be only 
for the purpose of selling the islands to 
some European nation. This is all it could 
ever do with them, for the Filipinos will 
never again submit to the cruelty and op- 
pression of former times. They owe Spain 


“nothing but bitter hatred for centuries of 


wrong. The same is true of the Cubans. 
But if these colonies owe nothing to their 
former taskmaster, how -does the United 


“States come to owe anything by taking 


them over as conquests of war? 

If President McKinley and his commis- 
sioners will sift the matter to the bot- 
tom they will find that no Spanish money 
or credit was ever invested in anything 
that made life more nearly worth living in 
Cuba or the Philippines. If a line of that 
kind is to be drawn in strict equity there 
will be no money coming to Spain as ir- 
demnity. Then why pay the Spaniards any 
money at all? Instead of making Spain 
a present of money which it never invested, 
it would be better and more just to devote 
these millions to sanitary and other public 
improvements in our new island dependen- 
cies. 


According to a Peking dis- 
patch, Li Hung Chang. who 
has been credited with or- 
ganizinge the revolution tn 
, the interest of Russia 
which resulted in the displacement of the 
Chinese Emperor and the substitution upon 
the throne of the Dowager Empress. has 
been sent into virtual retirement by being 
directed to assume the impossible task of 
devising some plan for controlling the floods 
of the unruly Yellow River.

“REFORMING” THE JURY SYSTEM. 

One of the reasons which certain vision- 
ary gentlemen give for calling a consti- 
tutional convention is that they desire “ to 
change the jury law so as to provide for 
a majority verdict in civil] cases.”’ This is 
a change which the Legislature cannot 
make. The constitution provides that “ the 
right of trial by jury as heretofore enjoyed 
shall remain inviolate, but the trial of 
civil cases befote a Justice of the Peace by 
a jury of less than twelve men may be 
authorized by law.” 

There is nothing, however, to prevent the 
submission to the people by the next Gen- 
eral Assembly of an amendment authoriz- 
ing the Legislature to remodel the jury 
system for civil cases—to leave the number

; the Russian Ambassador to 
the United States, is reported in an interview 
in Washington as having denied most em- 
phatically that Russia has ever contem- 
plated interference, declaring that ‘‘ at no 
time was there a purpose on the part of the 
great powers to intervene against the United 
States.’’ On the other hand, a London dis- 
patch asserts on the authority of “a well- 
known public man who had just returned 
from Paris "’ that Premier Sagasta had “ un- 
officially consulted the representatives at 
Madrid of Austria, Russia, and France,” 
from whom “ he gathered that Spain would 
have at least the moral support of these 
three powers in: refusing to transfer the 
Philippines to the United States "’; and it is 
intimated that this combination was de- 
feated by England’s firm attitude. Thesec- 
ond dispatch, just referred, to says: 

The recent display of Great Britain’s sea 
strength was meant to impose on the powers & 
sense of Engiand’s might, in view of the proposed 
concerted action, rather than merely to overawe 
France in respect to the Fashoda dispute. The 
desired purpose is signally accomplished. 

This statement would indicate that Eng- 
land has been willing to assume a vast 
expense out of friendship to the United 
States. ‘While there will be no disposition to 
undervalue England's good offices, there will 


still be a general reluctance in this country 


to calling in question the Russian Ambassa- 
dor’s assurances of friendship, especially as 
they are in accord with the policy of Russia 
towards the American republic through its 
whole history. 


WHY WE ARE STRONGER THAN RUSSIA. 

In an editorial in the issue of last Sunday 
THe TRIBUNE showed the failure of Na- 
poleon’s prophecy concerning the supremacy 
of the Cossack and spoke of the United 
States as a greater power than Russia. 
This assertion of the superior strength of 
the United States rests on some solid and 
unanswerable facts, which it may be well 
to consider a little more fully. 

In the first place, the United States is 

now the wealthiest nation in the world. 
More than this, it has double the wealth- 
producing power of Russia in the aggregate, 
and fully three or four times that nation’s 
wealth-producing power comparing individ- 
ual with individual. Knowledge is power, 
and the average American citizen has a far 
better general education and a far higher 
grade of personal intelligence than the aver- 
age Russian. The humblest day laborer in 
America has several times the earning pow- 
er of the Russian mujik. Our present su- 
premacy of wealth will therefore continue 
to increase. 
-In the second place the United States 
covers more degrees of latitude in habitable 
and arable regions of the earth’s surface, 
thus giving a greater variety of products, 
Our agricultural products include every- 
thing, from arctic to tropical. Russia’s 
most southern possessions, in Turkestan 
and in its most recent Chinese acquisitions, 
do not go as far south as southern Lilinois. 
It can match our hay fields in the North, 
but not our cotton plantations in the South. 
Between the two we have vast areas of 
corn, wheat, oats, rye, and other cereals. 
Russia may some day have something like 
these, but not until it has built more rail- 
roads and raised the general intelligence of 
its peasants. In the meantime we have our 
sugar crop in Cuba, our rice crop in the 
Philippines, and all the abundance of trop- 
ical and subtropical fruits which Russia 
is altogether without. Along with these 
things we have unlimited coal, iron, lead, 
copper, and gold, with more silver than we 
have any use for. We have 200,000 miles 
of the best equipped railroads in the world, 
as against Russia’s 25,000 miles, and we 
have ten times Russia’s available water 
power, with an army of inventors and elec- 
tricians like Tesla and Edison to develop 
and utilize it. We have tenfold more sea- 
coast, ten times as many seaports for ships 
of deep draft, and ten times as much surplus 
export material to sell to the world. 

Again, our national strength would be 
more easily mobilized and concentrated at 
the Philippines than would’ Russia’s at 
Viadivostok or Port Arthur. The distance 
from San Francisco by water direct to Ma- 
nila, with good stopping places on the way, 
is not greater than that from St. Peters- 
burg to Port Arthur or Wei-Hai-Wei: and it 
is far cheaper to transport men and muni- 
tions of war by ocean than by rail. Our 
navy will shortly be able to cope with all 
the warships that Russia could send out; 
in fact, it could probably do this today, and 
as an American is always a match for at 
least two Russians, on land or sea, Russia’s 
superior numbers dwindle into something 
inferior to our own on a basis of actual 
fighting strength. 

Now, add to all these points of superiori- 
ty the five or six millions of Canadians, with 
the immense resources already developed or 
still to be developed between Newfound- 
land and Alaska and British Columbia. In 
all human probability these will soon belong 
to the American union. With the Canadian 


provinces, and with the tropical islands of 


Porto Rico, Cuba, and the Philippines, 
which we have just brought under the 
American flag, the republic will be seen 
to be far stronger than Russia at all points 
of probable collision, whether by land or by 
water. With Hawaii, Guam, and the Phil- 
ippines as stepping stones across the Pa- 
cific, we can stand face to face with the 
shaggy Bear and need not be afraid.

It is generally believed that 
this request for rther time indicates an 
intention on Spain's part to refuse the Amer- 
ican terms. It is understood that if the 
United States insists on reimbursing Spain 
for nothing but its pacific expenditures in 
the islands, then the Spanish commissioners 
intend to throw up their job. They know 
that Spain never spent any money at all for 
peaceable improvements in its colonies, and 
that they have no ground on which to ex- 
pect any indemnity whatever. They see 
that they must give up all the islands, and 
so they are casting about for a chance to 
throw the responsibility directly on the 


Madrid officials. It matters little to the 
United tates whether guitelaim 


title to the Philippines is signed away by 
the Spanish commissioners or by the Span- 
ish government officials. The main point 
is that it will have to be signed, and that, 
too, before Dec. 1. There isa point beyond 
which the present pettifogging and procras- 
tination will not be further tolerated. 

REVISING THE TARIFF. 

Senator Hanna is quoted as stating that 

“the tariff will have to be revised to meet 


existing conditions’ and that— 

Under the old tariff law we are not getting much 
revenue, because We are exporting instead of im- 
porting, and something must be done to meet these 
new conditions. We must have a new revenue 
measure. So far as I am concerned, I favor put- 
ting a duty on tea and coffee. 7

thinks his law is al! right, and insists that it

Senator from Ohio, who is as good a pro- 
tectionist as the gentleman from Maine, 
The former perceives that the United States 
is not merely producing for home consump- 
tion, but is exporting various kinds of 
goods which a dozen years ago were im- 
ported and contributed largely to the rev- 
enues of the government. | 

The following table gives the duties col- 
lected in the fiscal years 1887, 1897, and 
1898 on certain classes of imports. It should 
be observed that the population in the first 
named year was about 13 millions less than 
in 1898, hence, other things being equal, tae 
consumption of foreign manufactures should 
increase. Furthermore, the sum total of 
duties collected in 1897 was abnormally 
large because of the anticipatory imports 
to dodge the Dingley duties. As a conse- 
quence the duties collected in 1898 were 
abnormally low in amount:

iron and steel schedule 24% millions were on 
account of tinplate, but the drawbacks paid 
amounted to $1,820,000. So the net collec- 
tions under the iron and steel schedule were 
only four million dollars. 3 3 


Such has been the progress of the manu-’ 


facturing industries of the United States 
that the revenue obtained from the above 
mentioned kinds of goods in 1887, when the 
population was so much smaller than it is 
now, was almost equal to the combined rev- 
enues of 1897 and 1898. But the necessary 
expenses of the government are increasing 
as the population does. Evidently it is im- 
possible to depend for revenue on those 
sources of supply which were so effective 
when the manufacturing industries of the 
country were less developed. Nor will rais- 
ing the duties bring in more revenue. It 
will simply decrease importations and may, 
reduce the revenues. 

Hence the advisability of retaining the 
duty on tea imposed by the war revenue 
law, and of putting a duty on coffee of about 
three eents a pound, which will bring in 
over 25 million dollars a year. Then it will 
be possible to repeal some of the taxes in 


the war revenue law, which may otherwise 


have to be retained when that measure is 
revised. 


THE FRENCH BONDHOLDERS’ APPEAL. 
A Paris Associated Press dispatch makes 
the following remarkable statement: 


At a general meeting of French holders of Cu- 
ban bonds held here yesterday a resolution was 
adopted to appeal to the ‘‘ good faith of Spain 
and the spirit of equity of the United States ’’ to 
settle the question of their rights as creditors “* in 
conformity with the rules of justice and law.’’ 


The question which will naturally occur 
to every reasonably intelligent American 
citizen, on reading the above, will be; 


* What have we to do with bankrupt Spain’s 


war debts, created in unsuccessful attempts 
to crush its revolted colonies into sub- 
mission to. its cruel and despotic rule?’ 
Where is the “ spirit of equity ” which re- 
quires that the American people should 
assume any part of this burden? 

The French holders of Cuban bonds are 
evidently looking merely at their own in- 
terest in formulating such a demand as 
that quoted above, and would regard them- 
selves as most fortunate if they could, on 
any pretext, procure a_ substitution § of 
American bonds for the depreciated securi- 
ties they now hold. They understood the 
purpose for which Spain was using the 
money which it obtained from its creditors 
and took their chanees upon it with:their 
eyes wide open. They should not com- 
plain, therefore, when they find their bonds 
worthless or greatly depreciated on their 
hands. 

It is rather a cool piece of impudence 
on the part of these French bondholders 
to put forth such a demand now, in order 


to “recoup ” themselves for a bad invest- 


ment. There are no “rules of justice or 
law ” which require the United States gov- 
ernment to comply with it, and these bond- 
holders themselves could not cite any if they 
were to try. The American people have 
not only not received any considera- 
tion in the freeing of the Cuban 
people from Spanish misrule which 
would justify them in ineurring any 
obligation of this character, but have ac- 
tually expended 150 to 200 million dollars 
for which they receive nothing except the 
cession of Porto Rico. So far as the issue 
between Spain and the United States is 
concerned, the claim to compensation on 
grounds of “ equity ” is entirely on the other 
side, and it is safe to say that if this 
appeal of the French bondholders shoyld 
ever reach Congress it would receive no con- 
sideration there. | 


THE PEOPLE HAVE SPOKEN. 

A Chicago paper asks: 

After twenty-eight years of living under a con- 
stitution that was made for the State as it ex- 
isted in 1870 and to satisfy conditions that were 
then important, should not the people have an op- 
portunity to say whether that constitution should 
be revised and amended or not? 

If it is apparent that the people. want 
the constitution revised or amended, then 


nothing is plainer than that the General 


Assembly should take the necessary steps 


to meet the desires of the people. They 
have done that in the past on several occa- 
sions. The constitution has been amended 
to enable the Governor to veto items in 
appropriation bills, to lengthen the term of 
‘office of certain county officers, to authorize 
the Legislature to provide for the organiza- 
tion of drainage districts, and to permit 
this city to run in debt five million dollars 
to aid the Columbian Exposition. 

But of late years the people have shown a 
marked disinclination to tinker with the 
constitution. They expressed themselves 
decisively in 1896 at the general election 


of that year. A proposition was submitted 


to them to authorize the submission at 
one and the same time of amendments 
to three distinct articles of the constitu- 
tion, instead of only one article. It was 
contended with great earnestness that there 
were many amendments which the people 
desired, and that they ought to be allowed 
to get them more rapidly than at the rate 
of one every two years. The friends of 


this proposition were confident that it would 
| be adopted, but their hopes were dashed | Register,

They have 
not been discussing the subject of constitu- 
tional revision all over the State,-as they 
did prior to the calling of the last constitu- 
tional convention. A few individuals in 
Chicago are holding meetings and appoint- 
ing committees, but they are not the people.

It is natural enough that Spaniards

of Vienna. It is no less plain to them that 
the ownership of islands which occupy 4n 
important strategic position with relation 
to China cannot be a matter of indifference 
to a sovereign who, by his s¢izure of Kiao 
Chou, seemed to give proof of personal de- 
signs upon the Middle Kingdom. -That the 
German Empire desires insular possessions 


in the far East was shown by its energetic, 


but, as it turned out, unsuccessful, attempt 
to acquire the Carolines. Should the Ger- 
man Enrperor enable Spain to retain the 
Philippines, she could afford to attest her 
gratitude by ceding to him one or more of 
the islands. Should he, on the other hand, 
assist her to sell them at a price which she 
might deem satigfactory, she would still 
have it in her power to reward him with the 
gift of the whole or a part of the Caroline 
archipelago. It is, therefore, easy to under- 
stand why many people at Madrid believe 
that both sympathy and self-interest will 
prompt the German Kaiser to heed the 
Queen Regent's request, so far as to essay 
a diplomatic interposition on her behalf. 

When, however, we survey the matter 
closely and coolly, we can discern no sufii- 
cient reason for expecting any such move 
upon the Kaiser's part. It is certain that no 
such step was contemplated when he left 
Berlin on his journey to the Orient, other- 
wise his Mindstry of Foreign Affairs would 
not have denied, as it did deny on Nov. 10, 
the report that Germany would protest, 
should the deliberations of the Paris peace 
conference result in the cession of the Philip- 
pines to the United States. Nothing has oc- 
curred since to change the resolution pre- 
viously formed, unless a proposal of inter- 
vention has been secretly made by Russia 
and France. Even such a proposal would 
probably be rejected on several grounds: 
First, Germany, as a manufacturing and 
commercial nation, has less to gain by the 
exploitation of the single province of Shan- 
Tung than by keeping the greater part of the 
Middle Kingdom open to trade. If she had 
to choose between the alternatives, it would 
be better for her to give back Kiao Chou 
than to see the whole of China eventually 
occupied by a rigorously protectionis®power 
like Russla. She will not be reduced tosuch 
a choice, however, if, henceforth, she shall 
make up her mind to coéjperate with Eng- 
land, for then she can both keep her sphere 
of influence in Shan-Tung and retain ac- 
cess to every Chinese port except Talienwan, 
which is actually in Russian hands. : 

Having once made up her mind that he 
commercial interests in the far East are 
identical with those of England, Germany 
must recognize, as England does, that the 
acquisition of the Philippines by the United 
States would represent a decisive addition 
to the strength of the powers committed to 
the policy of the ‘‘ open door.’’ It is indis- 
putable that Great Britain, Germany, and 
the United Statcs combined could, even 
without the aid of Japan, frustrate the plans 
of Russia and France for the further dis- 
memberment of China. So far, then, as his 
paramount interests on the western shore 
of the Pacific are concerned, the German 
Emperor should welcome the proximity of 
Americans, while, if he considers that he 
needs one or more coaling stations, these 
can be cheaply bought in the Carolines. 
The purchase uf an island or two would cost 
William incomparably less than would a 
war against the United States. 

As for sentimental considerations, there 
is no reason to suppose that Kaiser Wilhelm 
If. is more or less callous to them than are 
most sovereigns. Manifestly, he was not 
swayed by them tn the case of the Armenian 
Christians, neither has he taken any part 
in the final proceedings by which the Turk- 
ish troops have been compelled to withdraw 
from Crete. No doubt he feels and will ex- 
press Sympathy for the Queen Regent 
Christina, who sees her treasury threatened 
with bankruptcy and her son’s throne in 
peril, but not on that account will he expose 
German commerce, now so prosperous, and 
German colonies, so lately won, to the risks 
of a maritime war.—N. Y. Sun.

DEVELOPMENTS OF WAR. 


Complications in Cuba Make an 
Early Occupation 
Necessary.

It is believed that the President’s message 
will be one of the great state papers of the 
United States, and for this reason, if for no 
other, it is being prepared with the utmost 
care. The message will, it is understood, 
after detailing the successful conduct of the 
war, explain at some ‘length the reasons 
which have led the administration to take 
advanced ground on the question of ex- 


sion. 

The President will explain explicitly that 
the war was entered upon in no spirit of con- 
quest and that Spain was given ample op- 
portunity to avoid the war entirely, in which 
case the Island of Cuba would have been the 
only loss to the Spanish crown. The Presi- 
dent will explain how his original intention 
of holding only a portion of the Philippines 
was gradually expanded by the necessities 
of the case, so that he deemed it wise, in 
the interests of civilization, for the United 
Btates to control the whole group. The 
wording of this paragraph will depend upon 
the progress made at_Parisfbut the message 
will commit the administration irrevocably 
to the expansion theory. 3 

There will be distinct reference to the 
pledge made by Congress that Cuba should 
be given its independence, but the President 
will call attention to the duty of this coun- 
try to dictate to the Cuban people to a cer- 
tain extent the character of their govern- 
ment, so as to gain for it the immediate re- 
spect of other nations. Considerable stress 
will be laid on the responsibility of the 

Tnited States in this regard, and the Presi- 
dent will suggest the creation of a special 
commission to draft a provisional constitu- 
tion or system of government for Cuba. It 
is probable that special authority will be 
asked for to continue a military government 


in Cuba until such time as !t shall be possi-. 


ble to put the Cubans themselves in control. 
Commissions will probably be asked for also 
to devise a colonial system for the Philip- 
pines and for Porto Rico. 

As part of the history of the war the 
message calls special attention to the suc- 
cess of the popular loan, and figures will 
be given showing that it was floated en- 
tirely without the .assistance of financiers 
or big corporations. The President calls at- 
tention to the necessity for an increase in 
the regular army growing out of the need 
for permanent garrisons in Porto Rico, 
Hawaii, the Philippines, and Guam, in ad- 
dition to the temporary occupation of Cuba. 
The paragraph on Hawaii has already been 
written. It recites the successful annexa- 
tion of the island and refers Congress to the 
commission headed by Senator Cullom for 
the outline of a system of government. 

The Nicaragua Canal and the Paris expo- 
sition of 1900 both come in for favorable 
mention of a general character, the details 
in both cases being left to the wisdom of 
Congress. The message will contain the 
usual extracts from the department reports,

Every 
man who has one of these checks has a bank 
account. He can give this money check to 
whom he pleases, just as he passes the cur- 
rency of today, with the additional advan- 
tage of sending it through the mails as let- 
ters are sent.”’

SENT RATIONS IN PLENTY. 


Commissary General Eagan’s Official 
Report of His Work During the 
War with Spain. » 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 14.—The report 
of Charles P. Eagan, Commissary of Sub- 
sistence of the Army, has been submitted to 
the Secretary of War. It shows an ex- 
penditure of $6,008,715, with a balance of 
$20,222,689 to. the credit of the bureau. 

After detailing conditions of the commis- 
sary department and its organization for 
the war with Spain, General Eagan comes to 
the Santiago campaign, of which he says: 

“The serious freight blockade of Tampa 
in May and June, 1898, was a matter of 
grave concern to the. subsistence depart- 
ment. and it was only after the most per- 
emptory orders of the Commissary General 
of Subsistence to unload the cars and to 
hire warehouses, if necessary, that the of- 
ficers of the department on the spot were 
enabled with unflagging zeal and untiring 
energy to so far extricate the department 
as to permit the taking by the Fifth Army 
Corps, when it sailed on June 14, a supply 
of rations sufficient to last the command of 
16.000 enlisted men for four months, and 
the sending on June 26, 27, and 28 of further 
supplies.”’

GARBAGE UP IN 


CITY COUNCIL. 


Cullerton Introduces a Plan 
for Municipal Ownership 
of Crematories. 

REFERRED TO COMMITTEE 
| 
Fifty-Year Extension Ordinances 


Fail to Appear During 
the Session. 


GOSSIP ABOUT FRANCHISES. 


Alderman Cullerton attempted to commit 
the city, at last evening’s meeting of the 
Council, to a plan whereby it would own 
garbage crematories, and the collection 
would be done by small contractors. He in- 
troduced an order instructing the special 
committee appointed to look after the gar- 
bage problem to advertise for the erection of 
three suitably sized crematories, and to di- 
vide the city into not less than ten collection 
districts, the collection of garbage in cach 
to be advertised for separately. 

Alderman Mavor, one of the special com- 
mittee, answered that it had ordered adver- 
tisements for garbage bids in all possible 
forms, and the scheme suggested by Alder- 
man Cullerton was one of the many. 

Alderman Maltby added he would be more 
willing to support the Cullerton scheme if 
the proposer would point out whence the 
money necessary for the city to builditsown 
crematories with was to come. 

‘“‘If Iam here when the next appropriation 
bill ts considered I will show you where you 
can save $1,000,000,"" replied Alderman Cul- 
lerton, and then the order was sent to the 
Finance committee. 

Alderman Duddleston enlivened the ses- 
sion by intro@ucing an order directing ad- 
vertisement for bids for the privilege of con- 
ducting a ferry in Ann street betwen Lake 
and Fulton streets. In explanation he said 
there was so much water in the Eleventh 
Ward that it was a case of either “ ferry or 
swim ”’ in some of the streets. He asked for 
a suspension of the rules for the purpose of 
passing the order, and secured 10 votes to 42 
against it. Alderman Lyman, in voting in 
the negative, jocosely said he did so because 
‘‘no compensation clause was attached.” 


Other Business Transacted. 


Alderman Smulski sent in a list of twelve 
claims for damages, averaging $1,200 each, 
which residents of the Sixteenth Ward claim 
to have sustained to their property by reason 
of the shocks caused by blasting for the 
Northwest land tunnel. They went to the 
Finance committee. 

The ordinance providing for the issuance 
of $98,000 of refunding bonds, to draw not 
more than 4 per cent interest, in place of 
that amount of 7 per cent bonds soon to fall 
due, was passed. Also a report of the Fi- 
nance committee recommending $10,000 be 
transferred from the track elevation fund to 
the credit of the Law department to pay 
the cost of defending suits for damages on 
account of track elevation. 

The Council also passed theamendment to 
the electrical ordinance which provides, in 
cases of reinspection of wires and electrical 
fittings, that the fees shall be Mmited to the 
actual cost of the inspection. 

Mayor Harrison named Peter Gibbons as 
‘Ward Secretary of the Twenty-ninth Ward, 
vice John Heffernan, resigned. 

In response to a resolution adopted at a 
former session regarding the contracts for 
brick pavements containing a clause allow- 
ing the city authorities to pass on the suffi- 
ciency of the material and the work, a clause 
which has been declared invalid by the 
courts, Commissioner McGann reported that 
fourteen such illegal contracts had been 
drawn, covering about fifteen miles of 
streets, at an estimated cost of 1315,196. 
The cost to the city on account of the con- 
tracts being declared illegal would amount 
to about $12,000. 

On account of some publications that the 
introduction of the street railway extension 
ordinances might be looked for the galleries 
were well filled and ex-Alderman Harlan 
and a few other opponents of fifty year fran- 
chises appeared on thefloor. As was an- 
nounced in THE TRIBUNE yesterday would be 
the case, however, the ordinances were no 
heard from. _ 

Talk of Extension Ordinances. 

Street railway extension ordinances were 
the topic of gossip around the City Hall dur- 
ing the day. The semi-official statement in 
the organ of the traction companies in the 
morning about the termis of the ordinances 
or the time at which they would be intro- 
duced was taken by most readers as mean- 
ing that, while they were not ready then, 
they would be in a short time, and the com- 
panies had not abandoned the purpose of 
attempting to secure their passage. 

Added to this came the news from the 
Siock Exchange that brokers had been buy- 
ing West Side stock for the account of a few 
Aldermen who are popularly supposed to 
know more about the plans of the street 
railway companies than the average mem- 
ber -of the Council, and *he gossips at once 


gaid the day of introducing the ordinances 


had been simply postponed, and some went 
so far as to assert that they would make 
their appearance next Monday night. 

Mayor Harrison still holds that the ordi- 
nances can never be passed over his veto, 
and adds he thinks the street car companies 
are being fed with false promises of sup- 
port in the Council by the men handling the 
ordinances. On the other hand, the men who 
think the ordinances will pass, if ever jin- 
troduced, assert the Mayor is depending on 
Aldermen to vote to sustain his veto who 
will fail him when the time comes. 

Alderman Carey of the Twenty-ninth 
Ward caused a mild sensation during the 
day by assuring the Mayor he-would vote 
to sustain his veto. The doubting ones said 
Alderman Carey probably wanted a couple 
more teams for his ward and thought it a 
good way to get them. 

On one point almost every one Is agreed, 
ahd that is that when the test comes, if it 
ever does, Aldermen Coughlin and Kenna 
will be found voting against the ordinances. 
The reason given for this is the story that 
the street railway companies have decided 
they can get along without their assistance.

’ Mrs. Fiske is such an exquisite actress that 
it seems a pity for her engagement to clash 
with the grand opera. Last week her busi- 
ness at the Grand Opera-House certainly 
was affected by the competition, although it 
increased as the week went on. Moreover, 
her two plays were certainly not of the kind 
to attract the public strongly. Last night 
she played *‘ Tess ’’ again, and here she has 
the double advantage of doing her finest 
work, and at the same time putting on a pop- 
ular play, for “Tess’’ is melodramatic 
enough to please any audience, and its chief 
fault lies in its tragedy, which some people 
object to because they prefer to be amused 
at the theater. But itis fortunately the case 
that those who love the luxury of sorrow 
and tears are greatly in the majority. 

lt would be useless at this time to discuss 
the merits of the play which has been han4- 
led at length a dozen times already. Suffice 
to say that whether Mrs. Fiske approaches 
the ‘‘Tess’’ of Thomas Hardy or not, she has 
created a character which stands out asone 
of the great dramatic achievements of recent 
years. If any other woman had played the 
part the piece might easily have deteriorated 
into common melodrama, and a great injury 
would have been done to the fine work of 
Thomas Hardy. As it is, Mrs. Fiske’s Tess 
deserves to stand side by side with the 
masterpiece of the English novelist. 

It is a pity that so good an artist as Mrs. 
Fiske cannot surround herself with a better 
‘company. This Year she has lost even the 
assistance of Mary Shaw, and there is not 
one of the rest who rises above mediocrity— 
most of them, in fact, especially Mr. Fred-: 
eric de Belleville, do their best to drag the 
performance down to the level of Academy 
drama, from which Mrs. Fiske constantly 
saves it. |

It is this satisfaction of a majority with 
existing conditions, however bad, which 
forces Mr. Morris and his fellows in a not 
wninteHigent minority into concocting a 
rather poor imitation of the French revolu- 
tion for the clearing of the American at- 
mosphere. They cannot depend upon a ma- 
jority of those whom thew cal! the down- 
trodden, and the wealth and conservatism 
of the nation are arrayed against them al- 
most solidly, forcing a resort to arms. 

Assuming the crying need fgr radical re- 
form to be true, what will an armed revolu- 


tion effect? It must fail; for a popular ma- | 


jority which could make it succes¢fu! is al! 
that is required for a peaceful! revolutibn. 
And no American can view without disgust 
the spread of the idea that the present con- 
dition of affairs, wrought out at the cost of 
heaven knows how’much biood and treas- 
ure, is so wholly bad that an endurable fu- 
ture can be raised on nothing less than its 
annihilation. If the people were fit for so- 
olalism or collectivism there would be no 
need for anything of the sort.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER.

Lord and Lady Arthur Butler, the latter a 
daughter of-General Stager of Chicago, have 
just come into possegsion of a large fortune 
through the death of Lord Lismore the other 
day. Both sons of the Viscount died some 
years ago, and, accordingly, he has be- 
queathed his property to Lord Arthur But- 
ler, whois a sort of cousin of his, the 
Vicount’s mother having been a member of 
that house of Butler to which Lord Arthur 
belongs, and that has as its chief the Mar- 
quis of Ormund, Lord Arthur's eldest brother. 

Lord Arthur, who, owing to his brothers 
being without male issue, will in due course, 
succeed to the Marqueisate of Ormond, to 
the hereditary office of Chief Butler of Ire- 
land, as well as to the equally hereditary 
diginty of Vice Admiral of Leinster, in- 
herits by the death of Lord Lismore an old- 
fashioned town mansion in Burlington 
street, London, anda fine old ancestral 
country seat in Tipperary, known as Shan- 
bally Castle. 

Shanbally Castle is familiar to every Irish- 
man of the name of O'Callaghan, Lord Lis- 
more having been the chief of the great 
family of O’Callaghans, who, in ancient 
times, held the rank of Princes of that part 
of Ireland known as Munster. 

The well-known comedy actress, Rosina 
O'Callaghan, who is almost as popular in 
this country as on yonder side of the At- 
lantic, is a daughter-in-law of Lord Lismore, 


some ten years ago she would have stood a 


more. 

She is the daughter of a clergyman, and 
had the advantage of good education, and 
of excellent social surroundings. At an 
early age she married the eldest son of Sir 
Webb Follet. Within a brief period, how- 
ever, she became a widow. Her second 
marriage took place in Umballa, and was 
quite an event among the Anglo-Indian com- 
munity, as the old Viscount had already at 
that time exceeded the three score years and 
“ten allotted by the Psalmist as the span of 
life of man, whereas his son, the Hon. 


fore, regarded as destined to become a mem- 
ber of the House of Lords ina short time. 

After eleven years of married life, how- 
ever, the Hon. George died, if I remember 
rightly, by breaking his neck playing polo. 
He left his widow quite unprovided for, and 
at daggers drawn with his father, the 
Visccunt, who absolutely refused to do any- 
thing whatsocer for her. It was then that 
she took to the stage. 

Lord Lismore was hardly known by society 
of the present day. He had a small-set of 
intimate friends with whom he lived, and 
outside of that circle he never went. Let 
me add that the estates inherited by Lord 
Arthur Butler, and by his American wife, 
exceed 50,000 acres. 

Lord Henry Somerset, who has just come 
before the public as the composer of two 
songs. the one entitled ‘‘ A. Song of Hope,” 
and the other entitled ‘‘ Sympathy,’’ is the 
husband of that Lady Henry Somerset who 
is so well known in this country in connection 
with the temperance movement and as the 
friend of Miss Frances Willard, while her 
son, the heir presumptive to his grandfath- 
er’s dukedom of Beaufort, is a graduate of 
Harvard. 

I do not consider it probable that there will 
be much response on. the part of the public 
to this appeal for sympathy contained in 
the song of Lord Henry. For it is impos- 
sible to efface from one’s mind the memory 
of the odious circumstances connected with 
the legal separation obtained by Lady Henry 
from her husband, the case being of such a 
nature that it had to be tried ‘‘ in gamera ”’ 
lest its features should defile the ears and 
the morals of the British public. | 

_ According to a decision just rendered by 
the Berlin tribunals there is no legal obliga- 
tion in Germany for noblemén who have suc- 
escutcheon by 
means of marriages with heiresses to ful- 
fill any pecuniary obligation towards the 
brokers or intermediaries through whom they 
have become acquainted with the heiress. 
The German courts hold that debts thus con-. 
tracted cannot be recognized by the law of 
the land, and that they are just as immoral 
liabilities as gambling debts. 

_ The case which has led to this decision 
whith will have the effect of relieving the 
minds of several German nobles who have 
married American heiresses, and who have 
suits of this kind pending against them, has 
been brought by a marriage broker at Ber- 
lin of the name of Von Pokorny against 
that Count Paul Hoensbroech who, about 
four years ago, created so tremendous a 
sensation, not only in the old world, but 
also in this country, by withdrawing from 
the Jesuit society in which he occupied a 
high responsible position. 

The Hoensbroechs are-one of the most 
ancient of Catholic families in Germany, and 
have held the title of Marquis ever since the 
davs when it was first conferred by Em- 
peror Charlies V. The head of the house is 
ohe of the leaders of the Catholic party in 
the German Reichstag, and in the Prussian 
Diet, and is married to Princess Marie 
Windisch Gratz, while another brother of 
Count Paul is married to a member of the 
princely house of Metternich. 

Count Paul withdrew from the Jesuit so- 
ciety on the alleged ground that Jesuitism 
destroyed not only a man’s independence 
and individuality, but likewise every spark 
of nationality and patriotism. Of course, 
the Jesuits gave a different story as to the 
causes of his desertion. 

At first he was made a great deal of by 
.Emperor William, who naturally felt him- 
self called upon to give some imperial recog- 
nition to a man who had furnished such a 
sensational demonstration of his patriotism, 
and the Count was seen frequently at court 
and in conversation with the Emperor. 

The latter’s sympathy for the Count ere 
long cooled off, and by and by there ap- 


, peared in the newspapers, not only in Eu- 


rope but also in the United States, adver- 
tisements to the effect that ‘‘a nobleman 
belonging to the oldest aristocracy, 40 years 
of age, of agreeable and, at the same time, 
stately presence, with a small fortune, but 
absolutely free from debt, wished to marry 
a lady of large fortune.”’ 

This advertisement had been inserted by 
Pokorny, a well known marriage broker and 
matrimonial agent, in business as such at 
Berlin, and the nobleman thus put up for 
sale was the ex-Jesuit priest. 

Several heiresses were presented by the 
agent to the Count. But he did not seem 
to hit it off with any of them, and at length 
he informed the agent that he had made up 
his nfind to abandon all sorts of marriage 
and to remain single. 

On this understanding he succeeded in

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Judge Showalter yesterday afternoon in 
the United States Circuit Court entered a 
decree of foreclosure in the case of the Met- 
ropolitant West Side Elevated company, and 
ordered the property sold at an upshot price 
of $6,000,000, which is equal to the value 
ecaled off from the bonds by the Reorgani- 
gation committee for the road. Twenty 
days will be allowed for the redemption of 
the stock and bonds. The judicial sale prob- 
ably will take place the first week of Jan- 
uary, 1899. The receivership will then be 
ended, solvency reéstablished, and the road 
will be directly controlled by its old bond- 
holders. The decree was entered in the 
presence of W. W. Guriey, attorney for the 
Reorganization committee. 

The announcement ‘in February, 1897, of 
the appointment of-a receiver for the road, 
about a’year after the Alley “L”’ had gone 
into the hands of a receiver, furnished one 
of the most sensational surprises in Chi- 
cago’s financial history, and at the time 


- peemed to demonstrate that money invested 


fn elevated roads in this city might as weil 


been thrown away. 


The road was incorporated in March, 1892, 
mnder the general railroad act, witha capital 
stock of $15,000,000, and with $15,000,000 of 5 
per cent bonds, of which $10,000,000 and sub- 
sequently $5,000,000 were issued and sold to 
pay for right of way and construction of its 
sixt miles of track. The earnings in 1806 
were only $316,750 and the interest charges 
were $500,000. As the time approached for 
the payment of the February, 1897, coupons 
it became apparent that nothing could save 
athe property from going into the hands ofa 


receiver, which it accordingly did in the lat- 


ter part of January, and the interest was 
defaulted on Feb. 1. Dickinson MacAllister 
of Philadelphia was appointed receiver. 

The traffic at the time the receiver was 
appointed was between 50,000 and 55,000. 
During the following spring and summer 
there was a steady decrease, and in Septem- 
ber it was not more than 38,000. In October, 
however, trains began to run over the loop 
and there was a decided gain, which brought 
the traffic average up to 64,000 for the last 
part of last year. The traffic now averages 
about 70,000. On the Wednesday. of jubilee 
Meek it ran up as high as 162,000. 

The plan of reorganization, given out last 
July, provided for the scaling of the old 
bonds 40 per cent and for a new issue of $9,- 
000,000 preferred stock. A holder of ten of 
the old bonds was to receive six 4 per cent 
first mortgage bonds and fifty-three and a 
third shares of preferred Metropolitan stock. 
Altogether the old bondho!ders were to get 
$9,000,000 of the new bonds and the old 
stockholders $1,000,000 of the new bonds, 
whilegthe new stock, amounting to $9,000,- 
000, was to be divided between old bond- 
holders and stockholders in the ratio of 
531-3 to 462-3, respectively. 


STAYS GENERAL ELECTRIC ROAD 


Grosscup Grants the Monon a Tem- 
porary Injunction—Santa Fe’s 
Petition Dismissed. 


The General Electric railway company 
was worsted in the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday. when a temporary injunc- 
tion was granted by Judge Grosscup, at the 
instance of the Chicago, Indianapolis and 
Louisville (Monon) railway company, re- 
straining the street railway company from 
laying its tracks in Custom House place, be- 
tween Taylor and Fourteenth streets. The 
petition of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé was dismissed. Counsel for the Gen- 
eral Electric will renew the fight in the 
- courts in a few days by entering a motion 
to dissolve the injunction. . 

Judge Grosscup said he granted the tem- 
porary injunction on general principles of 
equity, ignoring opinions which had been 
handed down in the State courts. He oc- 

cupied nearly an hour in reading his deci- 
sion, holding that if the General Electric 
company laid its tracks in the center of 
Custom House place, the traffic facilities 
of the Monon company would practically 
be destroyed. He characterized the attempt 
of the General Electric company as unlaw- 
ful, the permission of the requisite number 


of abutting property-owners not having been

Case Will Be Reviewed.

Elec- 
tric company, asked that the complainant 
company furnish a bond pending further ac- 
tion by his company. Judge Grosscup de- 
nied the request, contending that the pecul- 
jar nature of the case obviated that neces- 
gity.

United States Court of Appeals. 

Senator Mason appeared in behalf of the 
property-owners. He had previously asked 
permission to enter the appearance of his 
clients. He said, after the opinion had been 
handed down, that he intended his motion to 
stand, being anxious that either the State's 
Attorney or the Attorney General should in- 
tervene. 4 

The decision in regard to the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé railway company 
Judge Grosscup delivered in a few sentences. 
He said the railway company could not equi- 
tably restrain the Genera! Electric company 
from laying its tracks in Dearborn and Four- 
teenth streets, therefore the bill for injunc- 
tion would be dismissed. ° 

Opinions on the Ruling. 

‘Ex-Judge Moran said that somewhat sim- 
Jlar injunctions had been granted heretofore 
by nisi priug State Judges, “ but.’ he con- 
tinued, 
examination of reviewing courts. The Unit- 
ea States Court of Appeals in this circuit 
in at least two cases has firmly established 
principles which, it‘seems to me, require the 
reversal of this order for a temporary in- 
junction.”’

the Chicago and Alton. Little credence is 
placed here in the report. Neither President 
Blackstone nor any other high Alton official 
has lately had any conférence with President 
Stillwell or other officials authorized to act 
for the Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf. 
Both President Blackstone and Vice Presi- 
dent Chappell were ill yesterday and neither 
could be. seen. Other officials of the roads 
said that to their knowledge there was not 
a vestige of truth in the report, and as it 
emanated from Wall street the story was be- 
lieved to have been invented for stock specu- 
lating purposes. Owing to these reports 
both the Alton and Pittsburg and Gulf 
stocks made a material advance. 

It has been known for some time that the 
owners of the Alton would like to sell their 
road to the Vanderbilts, as the latter could 
make the best use of the property and afford 
to pay the money it would require to obtain 
it. But where the Pittsburg and Gulf peo- 
ple would secure the money to acquire so 
high priced a road as the Alton is what 
bothers the minds of most people. It is be- 
lieved by some that the Vanderbilts may be 
backing the Pittsburg and Gulf and by al- 
lowing the latter to get possession of the 
Alton secure for themselves a direct line 
from New York to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Close relationship has existed between the 
Alton gnd the Vanderbilt lines for some 
time past and lately a.sort of traffic agree- 
ment has been. entered into between the 
Alton and the Kansas City, Pittsburg and 
Gulf. When the Alton wanted an outlet to 
Omaha during exhibition days the Kansas 
City, Pittsbugg and Gulf furnished it. 

Presidents of the various roads between 
Chicago and St. Louis and the Western 
termini of the Eastern trunk lines will 
meet in this city today to determine what 
shall be done with the Central Freight and 
CentraP Passenger associations. It is ad- 
mitted the agreements under which these 
associations are now working are not in 
conformity to the decision recently rendered 
by the United States Supreme Court in the 
Joint Traffic association case. 

It is proposed to reorganize both associa- 
tions, somewhat on the plan of the Western 
Passenger association, leaving out all refer- 
ence to the making and enforcement of rates.

PAYMENT TIME IS EXTENDED. 


Wisconsin Central Receivers’ Certifi- 
cates to Pay One Per Cent Bonus— 
Another Large Issue Asked. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 14.—The receivers 
of the Wisconsin Central lines today made 
application to Judge Jenkins for permission 
to issue a second series of receivers’ certifi-

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


A St. Louis local agent, writing to his manager 
here regarding the situation in that city, says: 
‘* The agreement drawn up by our committee and 
the Large Cities’ committee of the union will 
probably be submitted to our board at the Decem- 
ber meeting. The agreement will not be brought 
before our board in any event until the canvass 
of the Large Cities’ committee is finished and an- 
nounced. The men appointed on our local board 
committee represented the practically unanimous 
opinion of the agents for the single agency system. 
Although they struggled to effect that arrange- 
ment, they were unable to prevail against the 
wishes of the members of the Large Cities’ com- 
mittee, and had to agree after all to a compromise 
for two agents. When the Large Cities’ com- 
mittee visited St. Louls the members asked for a 
conference with a committee from our local] board. 
You, of course, are aware that the committee 
which appeared in our behalf was not given au- 
thority to commit the St. Louis board to any line 
of policy, and that the agreement which resulted 
was made after nearly three days of argument. I 
will say that much good ought to come from the 
agreement, if adopted, provided only that it is 
lived up to honestly. Sometimes companies noted 
for grasping business and managers who are sel- 
fish appoint local agents who are so unreliable as 
to go back of all agreements, even if intended for 
their good; and thus beneficial legislation goes for 


naught.’’

STRANGE STORY OF THE REMARKA- 
* BLE PHILADELPHIA FUGITIVE. 


Elades Detectives for Seven Years and 
Finally Crosses the Continent to 
Give Himself Up in Answer to the 
Appeal of John Wanamaker—Looks 
Little Like the Dashing Man of Old, 
the Long Period of Hiding Having 
Left Its Mark. | 


of real life have been eclipsed by the return | 
to Philadelphia of Gideon W. Marsh, the 
absconding President of the defunct Key- 
stone Bank. For seven and a half years 
this remarkable man had been a fugitive 
from justice. And yet he has returned of 
his own volition, in a manner so dramatic 
and so strange as to form a fitting denoue- 
ment to. a series of incidents which might 
well be regarded as fiction. ie 

Marsh was but one of the actors in this 
drama. The Keystone Bank closed its doors 
in the spring of 1891. John Lucas, who had 
been President when Marsh was cashier, 
died owing the institution a million dollars. 


GIDEON MARSH AS HE IS TODAY. 


That was the beginning. In the events 
which have followed, culminating in the re- 
turn of Marsh, the names of many men of 
national repute have figured. John Wana- 
maker heads the list. Others who have 
played prominent parts are Senator Quay, 
Senator Penrose, and ‘Honest John ’”’ 
Bardsley, who, as City Treasurer of Phila- 
delphia, spent five years in the Eastern 
Penitentiary because he wouldn't tell tales. 
James Lawrence, who was cashier of the 
bank under Marsh, shared a similar fate be- 
cause he was in the secret. Marsh, whose 
bail had been fixed at $20,000, and whose 
bondsman was William H. Wanamaker, a 
brother of John Wanamaker,-ran away.

It was a matter of Pennsylvania politics 
which led to the return of Marsh. 

the Gubernatorial campaign which resulted 
last week in the election of William A. 
Stone, the Republican candidate, Mr. Wan- 
amaker became'a bitter opponont of Senator 
Quay. This led tothe arrest of the Senator 
on a charge of misapplying certain funds. 
Then Senator Boies Penrose intimated that 
the whereabouts of one Gideon W. Marsh 
were not totally unknown, and that should 
Marsh ever return to Philadelphia Mr. Wan- 
amaker might be somewhat embarrassed. 
Mr. Wanamaker had, in 1891, convinced an 
investigating committee of Philadelphia 
Councilmen that his dealings with the bank 
had been ‘legal and honorable. Naturally 
this rattling of dry bones was not at all to 
his liking. He addressed a mass meeting 
one night last month in the Academy of 
Music and took occasion to defend himself.

He dwelt briefly upon the inuendoes of 
Senator Penrose, and then, as though in- 
spired, he paused and stepped well out to the 
footlight. There was an impressive silence

That portion of the speech referring to 
Marsh was sent broadcast over the country 
by the Associated Press. Marsh read itina 
paper out in the State of Washington. Just 
what he thought no one but he himself 


knows. But he packed his few eerenes 


and came East. 

He communicated with an old friend in 
Philadelphia, a man named Pooley. A meet- 
ing\ was arranged for at the Waldorf-As- 


toria. ‘There Marsh met Pooley and Will- 


iam H. Wanamaker, his bondsman. The 
fugitive’s former wife, who obtained a di- 
vorce on the ground of desertion only las 
spring, was 4&lso there. 

And this man, who had been chased all 
over the world by detectives, for whose 
capture there was a standing reward of 
$6,000, quietly went back to Philadelphia 
and was taken to Moyamensing jail. 


Marsh.a Changed Man. 


Previous to his disappearance Marsh was 
an erect, alert, clear-eyed man. On his re- 
turn he could hardly be recognized as the 
Gideon W. Marsh who used’to sail his pri- 
vate yacht and entertain footlight favorites 
over Sunday at his country place at Ridley 
Park. His hands were the hands of a la- 
borer, rough, red, and calloused. His clotles 
were cheap, undeniably ready-made, and 
we!l worn. He looked old and broken in 
spirit. His eyes were never still. Their 
gaze shifted about—not as that of a man 
who is looking for something, but as one 
who wishes to avoid the glances of others. 

It is generally acknowledged that Marsh 
was a poor man when he wentaway. He 
knew the secret of John Lucas’ misdoings 
and he had him in his power. Previous to 
his death Lucas, at that time President of 
the bank, entered into a partnership with 
John Wanamaker for the purpose of invest- 
ing in Philadelphia and Reading stock. 

Lucas forged certificates of stock in the 
bank, and these forged certificates came into 
Mr. Wanamaker’'s possession. John Bards- 
ley was City Treasurer, and nearly half a 
million dollars of Philadelphia’s money was 
deposited in the Keystone Bank. When the™ 
run camé Bardstey refused to draw it out 


on the plea that confidence could best be | 


restored by keeping it there. | 
And thereit staid. Inthe meantime Bards- 
ley was arrested. John Wanamaker ap- 


peared on the stand and showed the forged 


stock certifieates. Lucas was always looked 
upon as a rich man, but Marsh found that 
Lucas had forged these certificates, and ac- 
cordingly had taken adwantage of this 
knowledge, knowing that Lucas would be 
held guilty for the whole transaction, and 


through this knowledge Lucas was com- | 


pelled to have him raised from cashier to 
President. 

Marsh had always been popular in Phila- 
delphia, and after his disappearance there 
were many who openly expressed the hope 
that he would never be caught. ,
